SHORT SELLING AGAIN 
Opinion is divided so evenly on 
the issue of short selling that right­ 
ness and wrongness cannot be de­ 
cided. Legislators have toyed with 
the possibility of prohibiting the 
practice, but have bucked a stone 
wall in their preltmlrs try efforts. 
Traders and speculators themselves 
are not agreed, 
though 
most of 
them favor the practice. 
President Hoover prods the issue 
in'.o new activity by charging specu­ 
lators with driving down prices and 
depriving wheat growers of their 
Just profits. 
He appeals to their 
patriotism to closeup their transac­ 
tions for the general good. 
It would be a serious cliarge if 
the speculators would admit their 
guilt, but they won’t and there 
is 
no other way to get at them be­ 
cause they have violated no law. 
In their 
Judgment, 
furthermore, 
they have violated 
no 
principle, j *’hh them 
Last fall. President Whitney of the 
Mew York stock exchange insisted 
there was nothing wrong in short 
selling. He saki: "A contract to de­ 
liver something in the future which 
a person does not own (short sell­ 
ing) is common to many types of 
business. When a builder contracts 
to build a skyscraper, he literally is 
‘short’ of every bit of material and 
the labor that must go into the 
building.’’ 
Speculators hold, also, that short 
selling ¿s the backbone of Uie mar­ 
ket in times of financial distress, 
because a short seller becomes a 
compulsory buyer as soon as he 
enters a transaction Wlien others 
delay buying, therefore, the ’’short’’ 
keeps the market open. 
President Hoover 
has 
acted in 
good faith, but the the chance ttiat 
he will be able to help wheat farm­ 
ers by diminishing 
the 
frequency 
of a well established market prac­ 
tice is slight. He has no weapon but 
an appeal to patriotism that falls 
on imsj-m pathetic ears.
